!%t ttic meeting this morning riioarei 
that the bluegrass route for the pro- 
posed Dixie Highway is more com- 
plete than is generally supposed. ' 

Beginning with Grant county, the 
Scott county line to Lexington, the 
load in Fayette county is in excellent 
condition, aad that the coun^ road 
engfaieer is completing plans for the 
reconstruction of the pike from Lex- 
ington to the Josamine county line. 
This highway will he one of the best 
improved in the entire system an<i 
will be built at a cost of approximate- 
ly $24,000. The surface has not been 
aalw'Hiiiii il upon but will be either 
tarvia. asphalt, concrete or Usdti^ to 
the Jessamine county line. 

The Jes.samine county representa- 
tive announced that State aid would 
be asked for the extension of the Fay- 
ette county road to Nicholasville and 
lliat a fine macadam pike would be 
cewplttsd this spriag from Nicholas- 
viDe to Brooklyn Bridge. 

From the Kentucky river at Brook- 
lyn Bridge, the Mercer county author- 
ities will improve the old State road, 
over which Andrew Jackson traveled 
on horseback to Covington, and the 
Mercer county representative dwelt 
upon the attraction sdiidi the historic 
features of Harrodsburg and the 
Shaker settlement even now have for 
tourists. Piivate funds have been 
i-aised to have this pike shaded on 
both sides foi a considerable part of 
its length in Mercer county. 

Tim road will be built partially by 
fltsts aid to the Boyle county line, 
where it win be extended to Danvflle. 
The Danville people, proud of the 
fail that iheii town was the first 
capital of the state, and of its fine 
college, have .seen to it that Boyle 
eouty has $30,000 in its treasury 
t*i continue the Dixie Way and an ad- 
ditienal $lt.M0 will be asked from 
the State, whick will take the road to 
Lincoln county. 

Lincoln county is holding confer- 
ences for a concerted road building 
movement with Pulaski county. There 
is already a good road from Boyle 
county to Stanford. From Stanford 
to the Pulaski line, the highway will 
pass thru Crab Orchard, at which 
point contact has been made with the 
Boone Way.

LATEST WAR NEWS. 

The Bear is stirring from his win- 
ter's hibernation, and Russia is ready 
to attempt to crush Austria with the 
fall of Przemysl and the taking of 
120,000 prisoners that were- stai-ved 
into submission. This great fort 
cost Austria 170,000 men, according 
to Russian dimmtehes, disease and 
bullets taking what were not includ- 
ed in the prisoners of war. The num- 
ber of men it cost Russia is proble- 
matic. The siege lasted 187 days. 
This capture opens the doors of Aus- 
tria to Russia, and already the Bear is 
reaching for Cracow, the next strat- 
egic pomt. Military men daim this 
is the most important capture of the 
wai-. not excluding Antwerp, as it re- 
leases considerable Russian forces 
and opens the doors to Cracow and 
the plains of Hungary. The Rus- 
sians lacked the great siege guns that 
the Germans used^ in uie western 
zone, and they also wished to keep 
down the loss of life to the minimum, 
so the siege was allowed to drag along 
until it reached the starvation stage. 
The fortifications were destroyed, the 
guns broken up, and the ammunition 
and stores burned before the garri- 
son broke out the white ftag. 

The spy systems of the various 
countries involved in the w^ar are the 
cause of considerable news last week. 
Another German spy is said to have 
been discovered and executed in the 
Tower of London. Germans execu- 
ted seventeen BelgiiQ#^-w spies in 
the Ghent barracks, accorct^g to Lon- 
don dispatches. Most qf these were 
young peasants, ^ukI^^ swic foij^"^:*- 
a <3ci?nim <<S|^|!!t.'mak-t-r«rt of 
espionage for the Alliw/ With Italy 
on the brink of war t]^ oast few 
weeks, it is claimed tiiafnie Italian 
lice found ^ies had tapped the tel- 
phone wires rnnning into tiie War 
office. 

Peace talk is more insistent than 
since the war started, but those who 
know how wdl Qtvntms^ is ^pared 
to withstand a sta>>««li6n n^e be- 
lieve that unle« Austria is annihila- 
ted, there will be no peace for an- 
other year or two yet, unless Ger- 
many "dictates the terms. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey says that the complete 
crushing of Germany, the restoration 
of Belgium, and tiie woilcing out of 
each nation's government to suit the 
people of the nations are essentials 
of a peace that will suit the Allies. 
It is understood that President Wil- 
son is getting ready to attempt to 
get the warring nations together to 
talk peace, and has sent an emissarry 
abroad to visit in turn each of the 
governments to learn what demands 
and concessions each must have. He 
believes, according to these reports, 
some action toward peace if the war 
is to be stopped before the rest of 
Europe becomes involved. The Pres- 
ident has been hampered by many 
self-boosters who wiuied to get some 
advertising as the one to set on foot 
the move that stopped the war and 
made peace for the greatest waat of 
all time. 

Action in the Dardanelles is heavily 
in favor of the Turks to date. It is 
believed now that several other ships 
than those admitted by Britain were 
sunk and so badly damaged that they 
will be out of commission for some 
time. The Afric is one believed to 
energetic (Irab Orchard merchants, be sunk, and the Amethyst was so

A dispatch from Washinjf^BHB^'S 
that the full extent of the figiff^de 
in the variooa states infected in or- 
der to arrest mmd eradicate ttte foot 
and mouth dlassBC is now just made 
apparent in connection with the re- 
ports of work done. In Kentucky for 
instance, ten counties were infected 
and 82 herds. A total of 1,651 cattle, 
216 sheep, 728 swine and one goat, a 
grand total of 2,596 animals in Ken- 
tucky were infected, accordog te re- 
ports made up to Feb. 28. "nie cost 
in money of the development of the 
disease in Kentuckv reached a total 
of $107,010, one-half of which, or 
$53,506 was borne by the federal 
government and the other half is to 
be borne by the state. Of thisi, the 
federal government paid for animals 
slaughtered. $37,951, for the burial 
of .slaughtered animals $930. ^y, for 
property neces.sarily destroyed $383, 
for disinfection and miscellaneous ex- 
penses, $2,829.04. In each instance, 
as pointed out, the state will have to 
pay a similar sum. That is, if the 
next session of the Kentucky legisla- 
ture will make an appropriation for 
the pvrpose.

The New York Legislature has 
passed a Mother's pension bill, which 
provides that child welfare hoards 
shall be appointed m every county 
in the State and in the larger cities, 
to r^ulate and award pensions to 
widowed mothers of minor children in 
need. In every county not consist- 
ing of one city the board shall be 
named by the county judge, while 
mayors will select the boards in ci- 
ties comprising counties. The boards 
v^ll have the power to pension any 
widowed motiier who is deemed to be 
the proper person to care for her 
children. In case where the mother 
is not deemed a proper person, the 
children then may be committed to a 
charitable institution. In granting 
the pen.^ions, boards could allow only 
as much money.as would be requirod 
if the children were sent to a State 
institation instead of bein^ left with 
Hm sridowed nwtimr.

When a citizen dies there come in 
swarms of big photographs of monu- 
ments they claim to Mve erected 
(which they likely never did), the 
marble or monament men from all 
over the land. Are not our own men 
in that business as tasteful, as com- 
petent, as reliable as they? Do they 
not buy their granite and marble 
from the same people? Do they not 
buy groceries, meats, clothii^, have 
housework .done, employ skil^ and 
unskilled labor? Then why not give 
your own townsman a chance? He 
makes it possible for you to live and 
prosper. Then why not have the op- 
portunity, even though he be a trifle 
higher. w|hich in the cncr he is not.
